On Tuesday Nov 16th, I sent to 
town a fat hog, which I had sold to 
a local butcher. The hog in the 
wagon was weighed on a_ public 
seale and carried to the slaughter 
house. On its return to town, the 
empty wagon was put on the scales 
and the hog was made out to weigh 
only 295 Ibs, while it had been es- 
timated to weigh between 400 and 
500 Ibs. 

As it was only one animal,

convinced a mistake was made some- } 


where. Proper scales were carried 
to the slaughter house next day; the 
scales were tested and the hog was 
weighed twice; firstly before three 
witnesses and the second time before 
six and the animal proved to weigh 
460 Ibs. 

Now you will agree with me, Mr. 
Ellitor, that this difference of 165 Ibs 
(one hundred and sixty-five pounds) 
on one animal only, was caused, 
either through a mistake by the 
weigher or through an inaccuracy of 
the scales. as I don’t doubt the good 
faith of the weigher.

which meant Fedorenko would cer- 
tainly be subjected to if he was re- 
turned.. Mr. O’Brien’s address was 
devoid of sentiment or feeling. He 
merely placed the facts before the as- 
sembly in a practical way. 

In seconding the motion Mr. Walker 
stated that the Fedorenko case was 
the first of its kind in western Canada, 
as it was charged that a crime which 
included murder had been committed. 
There were, however, two Russian 
political fugitives in Alberta whom 
the Russian government were 
anxious of apprehending.

A Young Royalist Landed on the 


Premier of France 
Unexpectedly 

Paris.—The imposing national cere- 
monies in the Tuileries garden on Sat- 
urday in connection with the dedica- 
tion of a statue erected to the memory 
of Jules Ferry, the French statesman, 
were marred by an assault upon Pre- 
mier Briand, who while walking with 
President Fallieres was struck twice 
on the face by a Royalist. The pre- 
mier was not seriously hurt. The vast 
crowd set upon the premier’s assailant 
and only determined intervention by 
the Republican Guards saved him 
from being beaten to death. President 
Fallieres, M. Briand and the other 
ministers were walking towards the 
gateway when a man broke through 
the Republican Guards that lined the 
road, leaped to M. Briand’s side and 
raising his clenched fists high in the 
air brought them with full force upon 
the premier’s face. M. Briand reeled 
under the blows, but did not fall. As 
friends rushed up to assist him he 
cried, “I am all right, we must protect 
my assailant.”

Medicine Hat.—The C. P. R. will 
ship natural gas froin this point to 
Calgary for the illumination of pass:

Two transport cars, built specially 
for this purpose in Germany wiil be 
used, The cars are of the flat type 
equipped with stationary frames into 
which are fited horizontal steel cylin- 
ders or flasks 15 feet long by 8 inches 
in width, which are capable of sus- 
tuining a pressure of 1700 pounds to 
the square ,inch, of 180 atmospheres.
